A RARE OPEN ENDED INTERVIEW CD WITH SAVAGE GARDEN. 








First and foremost Savage Garden have been very busy putting 
together their touring band. They spent months auditioning local 
Brisbane musicians for their up coming tour. They settled on Slade 
(Guitar) Lee (Bass) Glen (Drums) Jenny and Bess-Serena (Backing 
Vocals). The band are all very talented and ambitious. They spent 
almost two months rehearsing the live show. The first two shows 
were supposed to be anonymous. News leaked out and soon the 
Coffs Harbour and Moolloolaba shows were completely sold out. 
The shows went extremely well and Darren and Daniel were very 
pleased with the way their band performed. The shows were 
basically just a warm up for the national tour that would commence 
on the 24th of April. 
Two days later Darren and Daniel were on a plane for France. They 
spenta week in beautiful springtime Paris. Their hotel was next to the 
Eiffel Tower. Darren and Daniel spent days doing interviews, in 
photo shoots and cruising along the river Seine. They left a week 
later and travelled through Oslo, Germany and ended up in London. 
Although the first single "| Want You" is already released in America 
(at the time of writing it is No. 4 on the Billboard Hot 100 singles) the 
European release is not until June. The guys did lots of promotion, 
handshaking and photo shoots. They loved the European leg. Their 
favourite city was Paris. They got to spend a lot of time there so 
it was the place they connected with most. 
Paris also reminded

After Europe the guys went to New York to do interviews with the 
American radio stations. They spent one very long day from 7am to 
7pm giving interviews every 15 minutes across the entire nation via 
satellite at the Sony Music Studios. The next day they were flown to 
Los Angeles to shoot a video for "To the Moon and Back". At the time 
of writing the video was not yet finished. More on the video next 
issue. 

The most exciting aspect of the trip was the performance at the 
Nickelodian Kid's Choice Awards. As you may know, Rosie O'Donnel 
is a huge fan of the band. She has been playing their song on her talk 
show for months and asking "Why aren't these guys on my show?" 
Because Rosie was hosting the awards she invited Savage Garden 
to perform there. The guys spent a few days rehearsing and then 
wentto the auditorium on the day to have one final run through. Rosie 
came up and congratulated the guys and then serenaded them with 
her own rendition of the song. 

Backstage they rubbed shoulders with Jim Carrey and Cindy 
Crawford. Jewel, Coolio and Immature also performed. The song 
went really well and afterwards the guys were bombarded with 
photographers and media. They had a great time. Two hours after 





the performance they were back 
onaplane headed for Brisbane to rehearse for the 
Australian tour. 


Australian Tour 


The Australian Tour was a huge success. All the shows were sold out 
and the performances just got better and better. The tour commenced 
with three performances in Perth. There were a few technical 
difficulties (Slades guitar amp cut out half way during the show!) 
Luckily the problems were ironed out by the second show. In 
Adelaide the guys played to over 2000 people at the Thebarton 
Theatre and also recorded two B-sides for the "Break Me Shake Me" 
single. 

In Melbourne they played two shows at The Palace. Molly Meldrum 
showed up and gave his praise. There was also a glowing review in 
The Age. In Sydney lots of media and international record companies 
attended the Enmore Theatre performances. The Sydney shows 
were fantastic. There was a lot of pressure on because of all the 
media and record companies. Daniel and Darren had just recovered 
from the flu and gave the shows of their lives. 

After Sydney the guys played a sell-out show in Newcastle and then 
headed for Brisbane. They played to over 10,000 people at the 
Ipswich show grounds (their largest gig ever) and then ended the 
tour with a performance to 3,000 people at the Suncorp Piazza. 
The set list for the shows were very similar in each state. At the start 
of the tour the guys played all of the album except "All around me" 
plus two cover songs. “With or Without You" by U2 and "Wanna Be 
Startin Something" by Michael Jackson. By the time the 

tour reached Sydney, the Michael 
Jackson song had bee 
dropped and eee 
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"All around 
me" was in the set. 
Apparently this was the only song that the 
guys hadn't rehearsed properly. The night they played it in 
Sydney was the first time the whole band had played the song from 
start to finish! 
The shows usually opened with pre-show music that Darren and 
Daniel had put together. It featured some of Darren's favourite songs 
and really set the mood for the show. It began with "This Woman's 
Work" by Kate Bush... and ended up with "Running up that Hill" as 
the final song before the guys took stage. 


The show began with "Carry on Dancing" Most nights Darren wore a full 
length red velvet coat and pranced around the stage for the first few songs. 
The highlights of the show included the always emotional "To the Moon and 
Back" and a fantastic rendition of U2's "With or Without You". "Break Me 
Shake Me" was full of energy, as was "| Want You" which became a6 minute 
version featuring snippets of the Seinfeld theme and "You Sexy Thing" by 
Hot Chocolate. For the encore you may have noticed a new song "I'll bet he 
was cool" This song was actually written while recording b-sides for “Truly 
Madly Deeply" Darren and Daniel wentin to record a song called "She" They 
stayed in the studio until midnight and realised at the mix they didn't like the 
song. Daniel added a drum beat to it and came up with some new chords. 
Suddenly Darren was singing and scatting over the top of the music and 
feverishly writing lyrics. By 3am they had written and recorded an entirely 
new song. This song was added into the set during the tour and in Adelaide 
it was re-recorded with 
the band. It now features 
as a bonus track on the 
"Break Me Shake Me" 
single. 

The shows always 
closed with "Truly Madly 
Deeply" with much 
approval from the 
crowds. At the last show 
in Brisbane, Darren and 
Daniel hugged the band 
and left the stage happy 
and satisfied that they 
had given a lot back to 
the people who had 
supported them. 


The International 
Promotional four 


In May the entire band flew to New York City to begin a 6 week promo- 
tional tour of Europe. Before heading out of the United States, the band 
performed on the Rosie O'Donnel show in New York. The performance 
was an acoustic version of "| Want You" It went very well and afterwards 
the guys were invited over to chat with Rosie. She spent most of the time 
asking Darren about Anne Rice (she is a big fan). The guys presented 
her with a gold record for sales of more than half a million copies of the 
single in America. At the end of the show Daniel got to meet his favourite 
actor....Meg Ryan. 

After the US the band headed for Canada where they performed on a lot 
of television shows. They were presented with an award for platinum 
sales of the debut album in Canada. They felt very proud. They loved the 
country and felt very welcome. After Canada they headed off to Belgium, 





















Milan, Paris, London and Germany to promote the single 
and launch the album in these territories. They had some 
amazing experiences. At the time of writing Savage 
Garden are just about to head off to Japan and Asia before 
getting ready for a possible tour of the United States in 
October. They intend to make it home for the Aria awards 
show in September. 

Although there has been lots of interest in another Austral- 
ian tour, this will not happen until early 1998. The boys will 
take December off and get straight back into things after 
that.
